Under ordinary circumstances a remark of this kind would 


pass unnoticed, simply as the product of a mind totally un- 
qualified to think coherently of humanity. But, when such a 
statement is issued by a college president, it is supposed lo 
have a little weight. College presidents are expected to be 
leaders in thought, not only_of the students who have been 
placed under tlieir guidance, but leaders in advanced Ihoughl 
of the country and world. 


.In the social field, Mr. Garfield is not advancing very rapidly 


in his train of thought. Every man must, during- some period 
.of iiis life, pass through the unskilled lime in preparation for 
his.chosen occupation or profession. 
During that unskilled 


iperiod, he:must exist and have a minxi free to develop the line 
of labor with which he has cast his lot. If that mind is clouded 
with worries of living, it will not produce as rapidly as when 
at-ease. Such a rourse will mean ;i lower grade of unskilled 
labor and a growing tendency toward degradation in all lines. 


From a national standpoint, this belief, if carried out, will 


.produce a fonn-of social and industrial slavery which is con- 
trary to the very principles of our existence. It will create an 
involuntary slavery in this country; it will make men masters 
of men, to deal with them as whim or fancy may direct. To 
thus destroy opportunity for self-advancement would be the 
greatest crime in the history of humanity. 


But,-of course, Mr. Garfield was simply talking to say some- 


thing or to please the peculant fancy of some subscriber to his 
college-funds. 
He cannot mean-what he says; for it is un- 


believable that-inen exist in this country of ours who have such 
disregard for their fellow men; such inhumanity in their 
hearts, or such disrespect for the nation in which they live. It 
is revolutionary and revolting.
